GAME DRIVEN TO THE SWAMPS 


Forest Fires Have 
Caused 
Caribou, 
Deer and Moose to Desert Their 
Usual Quarters. 


According to the opinion of an old 
resident of the country about KeWher 
..nil the upper and lower Red lakes, 
the forest fires which have been burn­ 
ing with more or less regularity in the 
wooded sections of that community 
have had a tendency to 
force 
the 
moose and deer from 
their 
usual 
haunts into the more swampy parts 
and more particularly to 
the 
big 
swamp north of the upper Red lake. 
where there is a safe 
retreat 
from 
fires 
While these fires are not heavy or 
dangerous, yet they are sufficiently se 
vere lo disturb the big game animals 
and cause them to seek more con­ 
genial quarters. 
The country about the Rapid river. 
which flows northward from a point 
northwest of Red lake to the Rainey 
river on the Canadian boundary, has 
always been the 
habitat 
of 
large 
droves of caribou, 
about 
the 
only 
stamping ground of these animals in 
the northern states. 
Parties who have visited the Rapid 
river section state that there are more 
oarlbou this year than ever, and that 
deer and moose have been added in 
large numbers since the summer sea 
son began. 
As Agent Bishop, 
Red 
I,ake agency, Is co-operating with the 
officials of the state game and fish 
commission to prevent the slaughter 
of big game by the Indians the deer, 
moose and caribou in the Rapid coun­ 
try have been but little disturbed this 
summer.—Bemidji Correspondence St 
Paul Pioneer Press.
